AGAWAM — The debate on 
whether to place a deed restriction 
on a portion of School Street Park 
property abutting the former Aga- 
wam Sportsmen’s Club was put to 
rest last week when city councilors 
voted down the measure. 

The vote taken at the council 
meeting Feb. 21 was five against 
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and four in favor of the resolu- 
tion, which was filed by Councilor 
Robert A. Magovern to prohibit 
the growing of vegetation for con- 
sumption on a 1.5-acre section of 
the park. The council tabled the is- 
sue at its Feb. 6 meeting citing a 
need for more information about 
potential public health risks. 
Following that meeting, Magov- 
ern contacted the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Pro-

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New programs lead to 
fewer dropouts at AHS

conomic studies show students who 

drop out before graduating from high 
school face a lifetime of lower earnings 
and the increased likelihood of being 
poor or near poor their entire lives. 

In Agawam, however, administrators 
and counselors appear to be winning the 
battle to prevent students from dropping 
out of school. The dropout rate at Aga- 
wam High School continues to improve 
and has been reduced by more than 50 
percent during the past four years. 

A multi-faceted effort using strategies 
and programs aimed at identifying and 
helping students who are dropout risks 
has cut the dropout rate to 1.9 percent for 
the 2010-2011 school year from 4.3 per- 
cent in the 2006-2007 school year. 

Susan Schoenberger, Agawam’s direc- 
tor of school counseling, said the dropout 
rate began declining after high school 
counselors stepped up their efforts to help 
students who were at risk. 

“We were seeing a higher percentage 
of students who had fallen behind in 
credits, were in the top 25th percentile for 
absences, who had grade-point averages 
(GPA) lower than 2.3, who had a precipi- 
tous drop in their grades, or who had his- 
tories of prior dropout status,” she said. 

“It was clear that we needed to inten- 
sify our intervention and prevention ef- 
forts to help these high-risk students,” 
she added. 


Help for high-risk students increased 
Schoenberger said one of the successful 
strategies implemented at the high school 
in September 2008, was a school-based 
prevention program taught by two school 
counselors. They have been co-teaching 
daily classroom lessons for youth in grades 
9-12 who are at risk for dropping out of 
school, drug involvement, anger/aggres- 
sion, depression and/or suicidal behavior.

BOSTON - The Senate passed legislation last week that would re- 
quire all coaches to have certification in CPR (cardiopulmonary resus- 
citation). State Sen. James Welch, D-West Springfield, filed $261 at the 
beginning of the legislative session.

Don’t forget about 
winter storm safety 


hile Mother Nature has surely been 

wishy-washy with the weather this 
winter, its imperative we remember it is only 
March and winter still poses a danger to us. 
Winter storms can range from a moderate 
snowfall over a few hours to a blizzard with 
blinding, wind-driven snow that lasts for 
several days. We may not have experienced 
much in the way of snowy weather this year, 
but we do have to keep in mind that win- 
ter storms are accompanied by dangerously 
low temperatures and sometimes by strong 
winds, icing, sleet and freezing rain. 

One of the primary concerns this time of 
year is that these storms have the ability to 
knock out heat, power and communications 
services to your home or office, sometimes 
for days at a time, as is evidenced by the Oc- 
tober Nor’ easter that left residents across the 
region in the dark and, for a brief period of 
time, immobilized. 

The National Weather Service (NWS) 
refers to winter storms as the “Deceptive 
Killers” because most deaths are indirectly 
related to the storm. Instead, people die in 
traffic accidents on icy roads and of hypo- 
thermia from prolonged exposure to cold. It 
is important to be prepared for winter weath- 
er before it strikes. 

To prepare for a winter storm, make sure 
you have an up-to-date emergency kit/ 
checklist, which includes rock salt or other 
environmentally safe product to melt ice on 


walkways; sand to improve traction; snow 
shovels or other snow removal equipment; 
sufficient heating fuel (in the event that regu- 
lar fuel sources may be shut off, store a good 
supply of dry, seasoned wood for your fire- 
place or wood-burning stove); and adequate 
clothing and blankets to keep you warm. 

In the event that your family is not 
together when disaster strikes, make 
a family communications plan so you 
will know how to contact one another 
or get together in case of an emergency. 
Listen for critical information from the NWS 
and be alert to changing weather conditions. 
Also, minimize travel if possible. If travel 
is necessary, keep a disaster supplies kit in 
your vehicle. 


Be sure to bring your pet indoors during 
winter weather. Other animals or livestock 
should be moved to sheltered areas with 
non-frozen drinking water available. 

During a storm, stay indoors if possible. If 
venturing outside, walk carefully on snowy, 
icy walkways in order to avoid injury. Avoid 
overexertion when shoveling snow, as that 
can bring on a heart attack — a major cause 
of death in the winter. If you must shovel 
snow, be sure to stretch before going outside. 
Remember to stay dry. Change wet cloth- 
ing frequently to prevent a loss of body 
heat, as wet clothing loses all of its insu- 
lating value and transmits heat rapidly. 
Watch for signs of frostbite, which include 
loss of feeling and white or pale appearance 


in extremities such as fingers, toes, ear lobes 
and the tip of the nose. If symptoms of frost- 
bite are detected, seek medical help immedi- 
ately. Also watch for signs of hypothermia, 
which include uncontrollable shivering, 
memory loss, disorientation, incoherence, 
slurred speech, drowsiness and apparent ex- 
haustion. If symptoms of hypothermia are 
detected, get the victim to a warm location, 
remove wet clothing, warm the center of the 
body first and seek medical help as soon as 
possible. 

During a storm, drive only if it is abso- 
lutely necessary. If you must drive, travel 
during the day and don’t travel alone. Keep 
others informed of your schedule and stick 
to main roads. If your car gets stuck along 


the way, help can be sent along your prede- 
termined route. 

At home, if your pipes freeze, remove any 
insulation or layers of newspapers and wrap 
pipes in rags. Completely open all faucets 
and pour hot water over the pipes, starting 
where they were most exposed to the cold 
(or where the cold was most likely to pen- 
etrate). 

If the October snowstorm taught us any- 
thing, it’s that debilitating storms can hap- 
pen when we least expect it and it’s impor- 
tant to be prepared.

Not your average pizza 


Being Italian, I love pizza! But there is 
no law that says a pizza must have tomato 
sauce, cheese, and pepperoni on it to be 
called pizza. I have six pizza recipes in my 
cookbook and none of them include tomato 
sauce or pepperoni because there are no 
boundaries when creating pizza. For quick 
and easy results, I love to use Boboli pizza 
crust. Other brands have never been able to 
measure up to Boboli. It’s crispy on the out- 
side and fresh and soft on the inside. When 
serving only two, an 8-inch crust is great if a 
salad is served along with the pizza. If serv- 
ing pizza alone, the 12-inch size if perfect. 

If you are in a book club, or any other 
group that calls for food to be served, why 
not host a ‘make your own pizza’ night? Set 
out the crust in a cloth lined basket. Since 
Boboli no longer makes a 6-inch crust, 
which is a perfect personal size, you may 
either cut the 12-inch crust into four wedges 
or the 8-inch crust in half. I would opt for 
the 12-inch size cut into four wedges. Along 
with the crust, set out all of the toppings on 
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the table with a print out of several different 
pizza recipes. All pizzas need to be baked in 
a 450-degree oven for 6-10 
minutes.

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Called the Reconnecting Youth (RY) cur- 
riculum, it’s a semester-long class offered 
for credit with a pass/fail grade delivered in 
a small group format. 

“Students are invited to participate and 
random assignments create a diverse rep- 
resentation of different grade levels, ages, 
genders, risk factors, and levels of school 
connectedness,” said Schoenberger. 

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said the 
class has led to a significant decline in the 
RY students’ disruptive behavior and to an 
improvement in their grades, attendance, 
and tardiness. 

“The RY class indicates that prevention 
can work in improving the students’ aca- 
demic performance. But it takes teamwork, 
partnership, and commitment among all our 
staff to implement successful intervention 
programs,” he said. 

Other programs used to help prevent stu- 
dents from dropping out include credit re- 
covery, summer school programs, vocational 
education, adult education, and small group 
counseling. 

Schoenberger said early warning indica- 
tors of students who are at risk begin as early 
as fourth grade — and are highly predictive 
of risk factors that can cause students to drop 
out in high school. 

The indicators include low academic and 
social grades, poor attendance, and a pattern 
of deteriorating grades prior to leaving high 
school. 

To assist local districts in preventing stu- 
dent dropouts, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation (DESE), collects data and issues an 
Early Warning Indicator Index (EWID. 
Schoenberger said the index is used as a 
starting point for identifying and supporting 
students who may be dropout risks. 

“The EWII assigns students who are en- 
rolled in eighth grade at the end of a particu- 
lar school year one of five risk levels: very 
high risk, high risk, borderline, at risk, or 
low risk. The level is based on their grade 8 
MCAS results, grade 8 attendance rate, age, 
and the number of in- and out-of-school sus- 
pensions,” she said. 

Administrators and counselors also meet 
with parents and students to provide support 
and options to keep students in school. 

“We encourage students to seek after- 
school help for academics and to become 
involved in extracurricular activities,’ said 
Lemanski. 

He added that special education testing 
may also be appropriate, and parents can file 
a CHINS (Child In Need of Services) with 
the courts for additional support. 
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Family income level a risk factor 

Another factor that may put students at 
risk of dropping out of school is the eco- 
nomic level of his or her family. Lemanski 
said while research shows dropout rates vary 
widely among all income groups, low-in- 
come families have significantly higher 
dropout rates than middle and high-income 
families. 

“Socioeconomic status, most commonly 
measured by parental education and income, 
is a powerful predictor of school achieve- 
ment and dropout behavior,’ he added. 

“Dropping out can be characterized as a 
long-term process of disengagement from 
school that is manifested in both academic 
and social performance,” said Schoenberger. 
“One study found that students who were re- 
tained in grades 1 to 8 were four times more 
likely to drop out between grades 8 and 10 
than students who were not retained.” 

To help better identify potential dropout 
risks, teachers, counselors, and administra- 
tors regularly attend professional develop- 
ment workshops and training programs to 
learn about — and implement — new programs 
that can help reach at-risk students. 

Among the newer programs being used at 
the high school: 

The Why Try Curriculum helps students 
overcome high risk behaviors such as vio- 
lence, truancy, or drug and alcohol abuse 
challenges and improve their academic out- 
comes. 

The Capturing Kids Hearts helps educa- 
tors build meaningful connections with stu- 
dents who have attendance, tardy, or behav- 
ioral issues. 

The Positive Behavior Intervention Sup- 
port (PBIS) system promotes strategies for 
positive behaviors among students with be- 
havior and quality of life issues that affect 
them personally, academically, and socially. 

Differentiated instruction is a method of 
teaching that involves matching learning 
styles with abilities by intentionally group- 
ing children with similar academic levels to 
better facilitate the learning process. 

“We do everything we can to help keep 
students in school. Identifying at-risk stu- 
dents as early as possible is critical so we 
can get them help through a targeted inter- 
vention program,” said Schoenberger. 

“Success in reducing the dropout rate 
benefits students by improving their career 
potential. Our society and our economy ben- 
efit as well. High school dropouts have a 72 
percent greater chance of being unemployed 
than high school graduates. They are also 
more likely to live in poverty and to receive 
government assistance.”

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Dropout rate vs. graduation rate

While Agawam’s dropout 
rate has been decreasing, 
its graduation rate has also 
steadily increased, with the 
most recent figures showing 
a 92 percent graduation rate 
for 2011. This compares to 
a statewide average of 83 
percent for 2011. 

This is certainly good 
news for the town. Howev- 
er, the dropout rate and the 
graduation rate are based on 
different methods of collect- 
ing student data used by the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Elementary and Second- 
ary Education (DESE) to 
measure how schools and 
districts are progressing in 
preparing students for post- 
secondary education and 
employment. 

“One statistic is not the 
inverse of the other, nor are they dupli- 
cative,’ said Susan Schoenberger, direc- 
tor of school counseling for Agawam’s 
schools. “Each statistic provides a par- 
ticular and distinct perspective on a 
school’s success in keeping high school 
students in school.” 

Schoenberger said the annual drop- 
out rate provides information about one 
particular school year and all students 
enrolled in high school in that year. In 
comparison, the graduation rate provides 
information about a particular group of 
students followed over the course of four 
years in high school. 

“The graduation rate tracks a group 
of students through four years of high 
school. The rate represents the percent- 
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According to Fish, the MassDEP was not 
requiring the proposed deed restriction to 
prohibit gardening.

According to Magovern, the purpose of

age of the group of students who gradu- 
ate within a certain amount of time,” she 
said. 

The DESE calculates the annual drop- 
out rate by dividing the number of stu- 
dents who drop out over a one-year pe- 
riod by the Oct. 1 grade 9—12 enrollment, 
multiplied by 100. 

Dropouts are defined as those students 
who dropped out of school between July 
1 and June 30 of a given school year and 
who did not return to school, graduate, or 
receive a GED by the following Oct. 1. 

The minimum age at which a student 
can drop out of school is age 16. How- 
ever, Schoenberger said there is currently 
a discussion at both the state and federal 
levels to raise the drop-out age from 16- 
to 18-years-old. 


fusing.” 

The resolution as written resolved “to 
place the following restrictions upon the site:

There was strategizing about what types of fundraisers to 
hold. 

At the end, team captains and team members were urged 
to spread the word that Agawam has its own Relay For Life. 

“We want to draw people from Southwick, Westfield, 
West Springfield, and other towns surrounding Agawam,” 
Iacolo said. “We want you to help us pass out flyers and tell 
our communities about the Relay.” 

Iacolo, who has participated with her family in the Relay 
in Springfield, Chicopee, and Holyoke for the past 10 years, 
said she is honored to serve as co-chair. 

“My brother Jan died 4 1/2 years ago at age 39 from a 
brain tumor that was diagnosed when he was in his 20s. He’s 
my inspiration, the reason that I got involved in the relays, 
and he’s why the Relay in Agawam is so important to me. 
I want to remember Jan’s legacy, his determination to keep 
fighting his disease, and his desire to keep moving forward 
in life.” 

Building on strong community support 

For the past three years, AHS students have run a Mini- 
Relay For Life. Its success is one of the reasons why the ACS 
is developing a full-fledged Relay in Agawam. 

“The ACS was looking to add a Relay and we saw poten- 
tial in Agawam because of the growing support the student- 
run Mini Relay has received from the community,” van Riel 
said 

“The 2012 Relay is an evolution of the Mini-Relay — and 
we hope to build on its achievements by extending an in- 
vitation to the rest of the town to join us and participate in 
this event. The Relay will probably be a small event for the 
first year, but we are hoping that it will grow over time,” she 
added. 

The first year goal is to raise at least $30,000. “If we come 
even close to that, it would be great. Ideally, I would like to 
exceed it,’ said van Riel. 

Gonyeau organized the Mini-Relay and served as its chair. 
The AHS senior is excited about seeing an event she helped 
to start get even bigger. “The rally was the first step toward 
a bigger and better event for Agawam,” she said. “I’m proud 
that the hard work of AHS students is being recognized.” 

Students decided to do the Mini-Relay after an American 
Cancer Society representative came to AHS to discuss vol- 
unteering and fundraising. 

“We decided to organize and run a Mini-Relay because 
it gave us as students an opportunity to do our own event. It 
was a lot of work, but we helped to raise a lot of money in the 
fight against cancer,” Gonyeau said. 

Relay is a ‘huge’ deal 

Morace, who has never participated in a Relay For Life, 
said the stories she heard and the videos she watched at the 
rally were touching and amazing. “I got such a boost from 
them,” she said. Having the Relay in Agawam is a “huge 
deal,” added Morace, who will be joined by family and 
friends at the Relay. 

“So many people are affected by cancer. The Relay is an

opportunity to honor the survivors and remember those who 
didn’t survive — I hope there is a day when every town will 
have one.” 

Andrea Polley, a Feeding Hills resident and a fourth grade 
teacher at Robinson Park School, has participated in the Re- 
lay in Chicopee and Holyoke since 2001 to support her fa- 
ther and brother who have cancer. “It’s very exciting to have 
the Relay in my hometown. It’s right in my backyard now, 
so I’m going to be emailing and calling all my friends and 
family to ask them for their support.” 

Polley is co-captaining a team with her sister called “Team 
Believe.” She said they gave their team that name because 
they believe that someday there will be a cure for cancer. 

“Our team draws its inspiration from our belief that there 
will be a positive outcome in the battle against cancer,’ said 
Polley. “There is much uncertainty about cancer, but the one 
certainty is that we can fight back and do something positive 
that will help lead to a cure.” 

Added van Riel, “I’ve lost three family members to can- 
cer. Spending my time fighting cancer is something I simply 
have to do. When I see families coming out to do the same 
thing, I know the Relay in Agawam is the right thing to do.”

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Relay For Life of Agawam: 
more than just a walk 
around the track

he May 19-20 Relay For Life of Agawam will be an 

overnight event designed to bring the community 
together in a common cause to fight back against can- 
cer by raising funds for the American Cancer Society 
(ACS). 

“We relay overnight because cancer never sleeps and 
we want to continue fighting until we find a cure,” said 
Helen van Riel, the ACS staff member who is helping 
develop the event in town. “Fighting cancer is a team 
effort, which is why we emphasize and encourage par- 
ticipants to form teams for the Relay.” 

Friends, families, organizations, and businesses will 
join together in teams on the AHS track and sports field 
for the Relay. They will take turns walking around the 
track throughout the night, with one person from each 
team walking on the track during the entire event. 

Teams will set up tents — or campsites — and will 
decorate them with something that promotes the team’s 
theme or ties in with the relay theme. The Relay For 
Life of Agawam is using a “happy birthday” theme to 
celebrate the first year of the Relay. 

Team members will bring food, games, sleeping 
bags, and chairs to use at the event. The Relay will also 
feature entertainment, activities, and special ceremonies 
during its 15 hours. 

Cancer survivors and caregivers will be guests of 
honor and they will kick off the Relay carrying a “sur- 
vivor banner” in a special lap called the “survivor lap.” 
Special recognition will be given to those individuals 
who have had a cancer diagnosis or have helped some- 
one with cancer. 

At nightfall, hundreds of candles will be lit in a lumi- 
naria ceremony in honor of or in memory of loved ones 
who have had cancer. There will also be a “fight back” 
ceremony to inspire action against cancer throughout 
the year. 

The first Relay For Life was held in 1985 in Tacoma, 
Wash. Since then the Relay has grown to more than 
5,000 each year, including more than 230 in New Eng- 
land alone. 

Planning for the first Relay For Life of Agawam has 
just begun, so volunteers and teams are still needed, 
said van Riel. 

Anyone interested in participating in the Relay, look- 
ing to register a team, or checking on updates can visit 
www.relayforlife.org/agawamma to get more informa- 
tion. Team captain meetings will be held Thursday eve- 
nings on March 15, April 12, and May 10 at the Aga- 
wam Senior Center. All meetings start at 6 p.m. and will 
be held in the coffee shop. 

“The Relay is our first one in Agawam, so we want 
to make it as successful and as fun as possible. We want 
to help individuals and teams plan for the Relay so they 
can meet their fundraising goals,” said van Riel. 

She added that there can be many different ap- 
proaches to get people interested and involved in the 
Relay. “Anyone who has questions, comments, ideas, or 
thoughts is encouraged to share them with me, Janine, 
or Heather.”

SPRINGFIELD - The announcement from Women’s Pro- 
fessional Soccer (WPS) on Jan. 30 that it was suspending op- 
erations was believed to be a difficult blow for professional 
women’s soccer in the United States. Well, not quite. 

The Women’s Premier Soccer League (WPSL), a national 
amateur women’s soccer league with 73 teams throughout 
the nation, recently announced the formation of WPSL Elite: 
an eight-team league which will have former WPS teams 
and the region’s top WPSL teams playing the highest level 
of women’s soccer in the United States. 

The New England Mutiny, one of the oldest members of 
the WPSL and a charter franchise of the East Conference, 
have accepted an invitation to become one of the eight fran- 
chises in the newly formed league. The Mutiny will join 
three former Women’s Professional Soccer teams: Western 
New York Flash, the Boston Breakers and the Chicago Red 
Stars. 

The Flash were 2011 WPS Champions and featured five- 
time FIFA Player of the Year, Marta and U.S. National Team 
sensation Alex Morgan. The Boston Breakers, a charter 
member of the WUSA as well as WPS, were coached last 
season by former World Cup Champion and Springfield Col- 
lege alum Tony DiCicco. 

The other teams who have committed are the ASA Chesa- 
peake Charge, Aztec MA (formerly Boston Aztec) and F.C. 
Indiana - all from the WPSL. The Mutiny and EC. Indiana 
are no strangers as the Indiana-based side defeated the Mu- 
tiny in the WPSL National Semifinals in 2005 and National 
Final in 2007.

WPSL 
Elite will expand on the West Coast in 2013, with four teams 
located in San Diego, Sacramento, Bay Area and Seattle 
showing major interest.

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‘Mini-med school’ to 
begin March 29 


SPRINGFIELD — Baystate Medical 
Center’s Mini-Medical School, which begins 
its spring session on March 29, will give area 
residents a reason to come out of hibernation 
and join others interested in the expanding 
field of medicine. 

Many of the “students,” who often range 
in age from 20 to 70, participate due to a 
general interest in medicine and later find 
that many of the things they learned over 
the semester are relevant to their own lives. 
The goal of the program — offered in the 
hospital’s Chestnut Conference Center, is 
to help members of the public make more 
informed decisions about their health care 
while receiving insight on what it is like to 
be a medical student, minus the tests, inter- 
views and admission formalities. 

The Mini-Medical School program is an 
eight-part health education series featuring 
a different aspect of medicine each week. 
Classes this spring will include sessions 
on various medical topics such as surgery, 
emergency medicine, sleep disorders, cardi- 
ology, and anesthesiology. 

Each course is taught by medical center 
faculty members who explain the science 
of medicine without resorting to complex 
terms. Baystate Medical Center is the West- 
ern Campus of Tufts University School of 
Medicine and is the region’s only teaching 
hospital. 

All classes will be held Thursdays starting 
at 6 p.m. and run until 8 or 9 p.m. No basic 
science knowledge is needed to participate. 
Each participant is required to attend a mini- 
mum of six out of eight classes in order to 
receive a certificate of completion.

A whole ‘glue’ way of recycling 


AGAWAM - Gail Rumplik’s 3rd grade RTI Science 
class at Granger School has been busy being green. 
They’ve taken on Disney’s Planet Challenge contest, for 
which they must submit a portfolio to Disney with an idea 
for a recycling project that will be good for the planet. 
Rumplik had noticed that there was an enormous number 
of glue sticks being thrown away every month, so her pu- 
pils collected the used containers from their teachers and 
in three months they collected 565 used containers from 
two schools. The containers measure out at 145-feet long 
when laid end to end. They documented their experiments 
to refill them with their own class-made glues.
